The Voluntaiy Retire¬ 
ment Incentive Program is 
offered to any employee 
whose combined years of 
service and age equal 85 or 
more. Nunn has been with 
the CBC since 1980. 

“We’ve had tremendous 
success in the last couple 
of years, so I leave on a 
high note,” Nunn told 
Metro Halifax. 

Nunn became anchor of 
CBC’s one-hour news 
broadcast in September, 
2007. He also held the posi¬ 
tion from 1982 to 1995.

The NDP came in at 37 
per cent support for decid¬ 
ed or leaning voters in the 
poll released yesterday, 
with the Liberals second at 
31 per cent and the Tories 
third at 28 per cent. 

This is good news for the 
NDP, who gained one per¬ 
centage point, and the Lib¬ 
erals who 1

since the 
last poll in 
March. The There are just 
Progressive 20 days left 
Conserva- before the 
fives fell June 9 
back two election, 
percentage 
points. 

Though the Liberals 
maintain second place in 
the poll, CRA president 
Don Mills predicts the Lib¬ 
erals will narrowly finish 
third in the June 9 election 
because their support is 
concentrated in Cape Bre¬ 
ton. 

Mills predicts the NDP, 
with its dominant support 
in the Halifax Regional Mu¬ 
nicipality, will win a mi¬ 
nority government. 

He said the real writing 
on the wall for the Tories is 
only 45 per cent of respon¬ 
dents were satisfied with 
their government. 

“In more than 20 years 
of doing political polling 
around elections we’ve 
never seen an incumbent 
party regain power with 
numbers below 50 per 
cent,” Mills said. 

Premier Rodney Mac¬ 
Donald’s personal popular¬ 
ity fell from 27 to 20 per 
cent. Both Dexter (30 per 
cent) and Stephen McNeil 
(24 per cent) were up two 
points from the March 
poll.

House party gets out of hand 

Six tenants facing possible eviction after partygoers trash their home

The tenants of a Duncan 
Street townhouse in Hali¬ 
fax are licking their 
wounds and facing evic¬ 
tion after throwing a par¬ 
ty that has left them in a 
tricky legal situation. 

The six roommates host¬ 
ed a party last Saturday 
night that was packed 
“wall to wall, front to 
back,” Andrew Zwiclcer, 
one of the tenants, told 
Metro Halifax yesterday. 
He said things got out of 
hand when some of the 
200 or more partygoers 
started tearing down the 
drywall. When the hosts 
tried to shut it down, they 
claim they were attacked 

“I got a three-inch gash 
in the side of my head, an¬ 
other one back here, and 
my eyebrow was split 
open ... right down to my 
skull,” said Mario, a tenant 
who asked his last name 
not be used. He and two of 
his other roommates went 


to hospital that night, 
with injuries ranging from 
broken ribs to stab 
wounds. 

Both the landlord and 
the tenants estimate the 
damages cost about a few 


thousand dollars. The 
question now is who will 
pay, since the current ten¬ 
ants have no official lease 
agreement with the land¬ 
lord. 

“We have to leave,” 


Zwiclcer said. “(The land¬ 
lord) said get your dam¬ 
ages fixed and get out.” 

According to the land¬ 
lord, the current tenants 
have already been evicted. 

“I never rented to them 


... I kind of inherited 
them,” said Steve Me- 
tledge. 

The current tenants, he 
said, came to the house 
one-by-one over the past 
several months, as past 
tenants made deals under- 
the-table to sublet without 
his knowledge. He said he 
served the current tenants 
with an eviction notice a 
few weeks ago, shortly af¬ 
ter discovering the deal¬ 
ings. 

The current tenants, 
however, say all their deal¬ 
ings were done directly 
with Metledge. 

“We never were put on a 
lease,” Mario said. “(Me¬ 
tledge) took money from 
us individually and gave 
us individual receipts.” 

Metledge said the mat¬ 
ter could be settled as ear¬ 
ly as next week, at an 
emergency hearing before 
the provincial Residential 
Tenancies Board. 

Halifax Regional Police 
arrested one person for 
public intoxication from 
the party.

According to Lt. Alexan¬ 
der Timpf, the Sachsen 
(Saxony in English) is 
named after a state in Ger¬ 
many, like other vessels in 
its class. 

It is a state-of-the-art 
warship for the German 
Navy, and crew members 
train “at least once every 
day, with fire drills and 
other procedures,” Timpf 
said. 

But they also have time 
to play table tennis in the 
hangar decks “as long as 
there aren’t any helicop¬ 
ters.” 

The amount raised at 
this run has not yet been 
tabulated, but during their 
last visit to Halifax the 
sailors raised $5,000 for 
the charity. 

Overall, the foundation 
has topped more than 
$400-million, a number 
much higher than what 
Terry Fox had originally 
hoped for, which was one 
dollar for every Canadian.

Feds work to stave off 
shortage of isotopes 

International effort underway after reactor shutdown 


Canadian energy authori¬ 
ties have closed a nuclear 
reactor that produces a 
third of the world’s 
medical isotopes after a 
small leak and warned 
that there could be a 
shortage of isotopes by as 
early as Saturday. 

Atomic Energy of Cana¬ 
da Ltd. said it shut down 
the 50-year-old reactor at 
Chalk River, Ont., late last 
week after it discovered a 
small leak of heavy water, 
used as part of the nuclear 
reaction process. 

It expects the reactor to 
remain out of operation 
for more than a month. 

Meantime, major isotope 
producing countries and 
companies are working co-

• The isotopes are used in 
medical research and in 
some cancer treatments. 
When injected into the 
body, they give off radiation 
that can be imaged with a 
camera to diagnose cancer, 
heart disease and other 
medical conditions. 

operatively to address the 
issue of a possible supply 
shortage, the federal gov¬ 
ernment said. 

“A secure supply of med¬ 
ical isotopes is not only an 
issue for Canada, it is an in¬ 
ternational issue that is be¬ 
ing addressed co-operative¬ 
ly by all isotope-producing 


countries,” Natural Re¬ 
sources Minister Lisa Raitt 
said.

food Canadians are dis¬ 
trustful of food companies 
inspecting their own meat 
and want the federal gov¬ 
ernment to take more re¬ 
sponsibility for food safety, 
a national poll has found. 

Seven in 10 Canadians 
believe Ottawa should be 
more hands-on in the safe¬ 
guarding of food products, 
says the Nanos Research 
survey commissioned by 
the agriculture union that 
represents federal meat in¬ 
spectors. 

The poll asked 1,001 
Canadians to gauge their 
faith in the country’s meat- 
inspection system follow¬ 


ing last summer’s listeria 
outbreak that killed 22 
people and sickened hun¬ 
dreds of others — perhaps 
thousands. The results are 
considered accurate within 
3.1 per cent plus or minus, 
19 times out of 20. 

“What the poll shows is 
what my expectations are,” 
said Liberal agriculture 
critic Wayne Easter who 
sits on a parliamentary 
committee investigating 
the outbreak. “Responsibil¬ 
ity for food safety in Cana¬ 
da is the responsibility of 
the Canadian Food Inspec¬ 
tion Agency and its minis¬ 
ter.”

erage 35.5 miles per gallon 
by 2016. Obama said that 
would save 1.8 billion bar¬

It’s not a Google-killer — 
in fact, it’s not even a 
search engine — but Wol- 
framAlpha and its concept 
of “computational knowl¬ 
edge” is already raising 
eyebrows by suggesting 
what the future of Internet 
queries might look like. 

Tech buffs have had a 
few days to play with Wol- 
framAlpha since it went 
live for testing last week¬ 
end amid significant buzz. 
Now open to the public, 
the free web service prom¬ 
ises to eventually make 
“all systematic knowledge 
immediately computable 
by anyone.” 

WolframAlpha has a 
home page that resembles 
Google’s, complete with a 
prominent queiy box. But 
instead of trolling billions 
of web pages for pertinent 
information and then leav¬ 
ing it up to the user to de¬ 
cide what is most useful, 
WolframAlpha attempts to 
answer a given query by 
mining its vast databases. 


Creator 

• WolframAlpha's creator, 
Stephen Wolfram, has been 
described as a physics 
prodigy. He wrote his first 
scientific paper at 15 and re¬ 
ceived his PhD in theoretical 
physics from Caltech by age 
20. 


The early reviews are 
mixed, with some marvel¬ 
ling at its ability to answer 
questions of a human na¬ 
ture — How far is it from 
Vancouver to Halifax? — 
and others wondering 
whether it’s just as easy to 
turn to existing web re¬ 
sources. 

“It certainly points us to¬ 
ward a future where 
search looks very different 
than it does today,” said 
Carmi Levy, senior vice- 
president of strategic con¬ 
sulting for AR Communica¬ 
tions Inc.

Patience has paid off for 
Jay Turple and Ryan

The elder statesmen of 
the Halifax Pelham Cana¬ 
dians have watched years 
of losing fade away — re¬ 
placed by what they hope 
is the start of a new win¬ 
ning tradition.

Our assessment on

our more idiosyncratic, 
personal codes of driving 
behaviour. 

That person following 
you, maybe three feet clos¬ 
er than you’re comfortable 
with? Well, he’s a maniac. 
That person backing up 
traffic while waiting to 
make a left, and not taking 
advantage of a dicey gap in 
on-coming traffic — a gap 
you would have surely 
grabbed? That person is a 
menace to society. That 
driver who approached an 
intersection with far too 
much caution, causing you 
to lose your God-given 
right to run that yellow 
light? Well, that person is a 
selfish oaf. How do they 
live with themselves? 

Tolerance of other peo¬ 
ple’s driving is tested even 
more if that other person 
is your spouse or signifi¬ 
cant other.

But if they cross your 
line, or the one that police 
actually use, and you’ve re¬ 
acted correctly and grace¬ 
fully and with a world- 
weary smirk, well, that’s 
even finer.

The hot weather is one of 
the most eagerly 
anticipated parts of the 
summer season if you’re a 
human being. If you’re a 
vehicle, the heat means 
additional strain on vital 
components during 
towing, hauling and long 
family trips. 

Poorly maintained parts 
tend to show themselves 
when vehicles are pushed 
to extremes. 

As such, a sweltering 
summer day is a fantastic 
time for overheating, driv¬ 
eline failure or engine 
damage, if your cooling 
system isn’t performing 
properly. Any of the above 
will leave you stranded on 
the roadside with a car full 
of sweaty, irritated and 
cranky family members. 
Fortunately, readying your 
cooling system for warm- 
weather travelling is a rela¬ 
tively quick and painless 
endeavour. 

In addition to keeping 
your engine running at its 
ideal operating tempera¬ 
ture, your cooling system 
may play a part in keeping 
other components, like 
your transmission, from 
overheating as well. Your 
cooling system works by cir¬ 
culating coolant through¬ 
out the engine to absorb 
and remove the tremen¬ 
dous heat it generates while 
running. 

Over time, the effective¬ 
ness of the coolant dimin¬ 
ishes, and a coolant change 
is required. This occurs in 
varying intervals for differ¬ 
ent vehicles, or on an “as- 
needed” basis as advised by 
your mechanic. Forget 
when your coolant was 
changed last? It’s probably 
overdue. 

If your ride is dripping 
green fluid and you’re 
planning a road trip any¬ 
ways, you’re asking for 
trouble. Overheating can 
quickly lead to engine fail¬ 
ure and permanent, cata¬ 
strophic damage. Cooling 
system repairs tend to be 
considerably more afford¬ 
able than an engine re¬ 
placement. 

A periodic radiator flush 
is also advisable to remove 
harmful sludge from with¬ 
in the cooling system. 
Sludge may accumulate 
within the radiator and 
hoses over time, reducing 
effectiveness and compo¬ 
nent life. 

Protecting your engine 
from the heat this summer 
is only half the battle — 
and you’ll want to make 
sure you and your passen¬ 
gers benefit from a reliable 
and effective air condition¬ 
ing system. If your A/C 


seems hesitant to blow 
cold, or if it isn’t cooling 
the cabin as quickly as you 
remember, an inspection is 
in order. This can often re¬ 
veal a small problem before 
it escalates into a much 
larger and pricier one. 

For instance, a leaking 


A/C line or fitting may al¬ 
low air, moisture or other 
contaminants into the sys¬ 
tem. This can cause a 
world of trouble and result 
in serious damage. Air and 
moisture mixing with re¬ 
frigerant is bad news — so 
fixing a leak early on can 


save money, not to men¬ 
tion preventing potentially 
harmful chemicals from 
winding up in the atmos¬ 
phere. 

A simple mechanical or 
electrical failure could re¬ 
sult in improper operation 
of the A/C system, too.

’A detective of human injury’ 

Physiotherapists can help injured people live better, fuller lives

When injuries happen, 
physiotherapist Victor 
Vongphakdy goes on the 
case to figure out what 
went wrong and why. 

The 27-year-old physio¬ 
therapist who serves clients 
at the Physiomed clinic in 
Brampton, Ont., finds the 
intellectual challenge of his 
job refreshing because it re¬ 
quires a strong understand¬ 
ing of not only how the 
body works but how exact¬ 
ly things can go wrong. 

“I like to call myself a de¬ 
tective of human injury. I 
have to deduce from a wide 
spectrum of what clients 
may have and bring it 
down to an accurate diag¬ 
nosis,” Vongphakdy said. 

Lower back and neck 
pain tend to be the most 
common injuries Vong¬ 
phakdy sees, with a wide 
variety of sports injuries al¬ 
so topping the bill. Once 
he diagnoses the problem, 
Vongphakdy sets up a re¬ 
habilitation program and 
designs a training regimen 
aimed at strengthening 
the body in the right 
places to prevent a similar 
injury from happening in 
the fiiture. He believes in 
educating clients about 



their bodies to help keep 
them out of the clinic by 
training their bodies to 
match their physical de¬ 
mands. 

“The amount of stress 
that people demand from 
their bodies is often more 
than their inherent muscle 
strength can handle. Educa¬ 
tion is key to winning the 
battle,” he said. 

Vongphakdy holds a 
Bachelor of Science degree 
in Kinesiology as well as a 


Masters in Physical Therapy 
and says his background in 
science gave him a head 
start in his field. 

“My background in Kine¬ 
siology gave me a huge ad¬ 
vantage because of my ex¬ 
posure to the sports field 
and knowledge of the ba¬ 
sics of training and muscle 
fatigue,” he said. 

With plenty of face-to- 
face interaction with the 
clients he helps, Vong¬ 
phakdy says it’s easy to find

“I love my job. When I 
come to work I’m interact¬ 
ing with people, I’m using 
my brain and I’m getting 
people better. It’s complete¬ 
ly satisfying,” Vongphakdy 


said. 

An avid sports lover him¬ 
self, Vongphakdy finds the 
most satisfaction in helping 
active people reclaim the 
ability to do those things 
they loved doing before get¬ 


ting injured. 

“Being able to bring peo¬ 
ple back to activities that 
they love that they couldn’t 
do before coming in, that’s 
what drives me. It makes 
want to get them there be¬ 
cause I share that passion,” 
he said.

Believe it or not, poor performance shouldn't affect severance

-his is as true in law 

as it is in life, ex¬ 
cept that in em¬ 
ployment law there 
is always an excep¬ 
tion. Here is a sampling of 
some of the questions my 


readers frequently ask and 
the answers I often pro¬ 
vide. 

Performance appraisals: 

Can a poor appraisal be 
used against you? When as¬ 
sessing merit, your ap¬ 
praisals matter. When as¬ 
sessing severance, they are 
generally irrelevant. There¬ 
fore, stars and incompe¬ 
tents should receive the 
same payouts. This is be¬ 
cause poor performance is 
rarely cause for dismissal. 
Similarly, there is no such 
concept as “near cause,” 
which means that there is 
no correlation between 
your level of performance, 
or lack thereof, and the 
quantum of severance you 


will ultimately receive. If 
you are fired and it relates 
to performance, you should 
receive the same severance 
as if did not. 

Restrictive covenants: Very 
few employees will be held 
to a non-compete agree¬ 
ment, no matter how ap¬ 
propriately the clause was 
drafted. This is because, 
outside of a few key individ¬ 
uals, it is unfair for employ¬ 
ers to prevent former em¬ 
ployees from working 
where and for whom they 
so desire. 

What about non-solicita¬ 
tion clauses? These are a 
different story. Courts have 
consistently upheld agree¬ 
ments not to solicit former 


clients or employees after 
you leave, despite how im¬ 
portant you may or may 
not have been. 

Employment contracts: If 
there is a written contract, 
it must meet a number of 
tests. The employee must, 
at least, have been given 
the opportunity to negoti¬ 
ate or those terms that are 
punitive may not be en¬ 
forced later on. This rule al¬ 
so applies during the 
course of employment, ex¬ 
cept that something of 
greater value must also be 
offered, such as a raise or a 
promotion. Otherwise, the 
courts have reasoned, an 
employer could unilaterally 
impose new terms, and an 


employee would be left 
without the leverage to ne¬ 
gotiate or refuse. 
Resignations: A voluntary 
resignation can be a dou¬ 
ble-edged sword. If you pro¬ 
vide advance notice of your 
resignation and your em¬ 
ployer immediately asks 
you to leave, you are enti¬ 
tled to pay for the period of 
time you were prepared to 
work. However, if you im¬ 
mediately leave without 
providing notice of your 
resignation, your employer 
may be entitled to pay for 
the period of advance no¬ 
tice that you ought to have 
provided. 

Policy manuals: An em¬ 
ployer’s strict reliance on 


the terms and conditions in 
a policy manual can some¬ 
times be a sham. Rules and 
regulations found in manu¬ 
als are only valid to the ex¬ 
tent they are known, have 
been properly distributed, 
previously relied upon or 
expressly agreed to. Judges 
have found that, if an em¬ 
ployment contract cannot 
generally be altered after 
employment begins, the 
same rule should extend to 
policy manuals. Few em¬ 
ployers will agree — but in 
court, a case is never open 
and shut.

Up star Channing Tatum. 
And he’s correct. Unlike 
many musicals, dance 
films rely on choreography 
to progress the plot of a 
story. 

While movies like Hair- 
spray include both chore¬ 
ography and song, the 
dance genre defines con¬ 
flict of character through 
the art; the protagonist 
must advance through 
dance. 

But why are movie audi¬ 
ences so attracted to dance 
flicks in the first place?

1 can (14 oz/398 ml) low- 
sodium tomatoes, 
undrained and cut up 
1/2 cup (125 ml) quick¬ 
cooking barley 


1 tsp (5 ml) dried rosemary 
leaves 

METHOD: 

1. In large pot, combine 
broth, green beans, pota¬ 
to, onion, carrots, bay 
leaves, salt and pepper. 
Bring to boil. Lower heat 
and simmer, covered, un¬ 
til vegetables are almost 
tender, 20 minutes. 

2. Stir in beef, tomatoes, 
barley and rosemary. 

Bring to boil. Lower heat 
and simmer, covered, un¬ 
til barley is tender, 15 
minutes. Discard bay 
leaves.
